soction 49 broad enough to authorize the Comiissioner to accept an aprli- 
ention fron and make 0,A.A. Faynents to a conservator, if the Comissioner 
finds, "on the testinony of reputable witnesses", that the consorvator's 
ward is "Ancapable of taking care of himself or his money.* eS 
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In the final paragraph of your letter you inquire 
Whether 4¢ 4s proper for you to request that a conservator's account: “ 2 
be filed in view of the fact that the conservator was only appointed 
liovenber 5, 1957. I stillfeel this is a reasonable request in view 
of tir, Hullavey's statonent that all of Mr. Moore's assets have been 
deploted. If such is the cuse there is no longer any need for con- 
tinuing the conservatorship and the conservator should settle her final 
acccunt. Such an account will make it oa matter of record that Moore 
"has not sufficient income or othor resources to provide a reasonable 
subsistency compatible with bigacency and health", within the pees of 
RSA 16784. . seas
